SUPPORTING farmers in 
Oswestry and Welshpool is 
now more important than ever 
following the vote to leave the 
EU, according to one of the ar¬ 
ea’s leading farmers. 

The regional chairman of the West 
Midlands NFU, Oswestry farmer Mal¬ 
colm Roberts, said British agriculture 
was at a crossroads and called on the 
Government to work with farmers to 
create a British Agricultural Policy in 
the wake of the vote to leave. 

He said there were opportunities to sell more 
British produce and he told consumers that buy¬ 
ing British was more important than ever. 

Mr Roberts, chairman of Oswestry Show, said: 
“A strong agricultural economy is vital to Shrop¬ 
shire. Farming is the backbone of the economy 
of the county and its success is paramount to so 
many subsidiary businesses, from fencing and 
other material and feed suppliers to local ga¬ 
rages, tearooms, restaurants, and shops. 

“We see the Brexit vote as a vote for all things 
British. It is the ideal time to promote British 
produce and to encourage people to eat Brit¬ 
ish food. The rural economy is very important 
to keep this region successful we are at a vital 
crossroads in agriculture.” 

Mr Roberts said that the first thing the NFU 
would be doing in the lead-up to Brexit and leav¬ 
ing the EU Common Agricultural Policy would 
be to press the Government to draw up a British 
Agricultural Policy. “In the last couple of dec¬ 
ades the EU has been able to steady the volatil¬ 
ity in food production,” he said. 

“Support payments to farmers have kept 
things on a level, taken the peaks and troughs 
out of agriculture as it was designed to do. They 
have also protected the environment and en¬ 
sured that food has been produced at a price the 
public can afford. 

“Now we need a British Agricultural policy 
which is what the NFU is looking to draw up. 

“We don’t know how tight our hands are going 
to be tied with Brexit. We are the first country to 
leave the organisation and no one knows what 
the implications will be. We need to go back to 
the drawing board and set out our proposals for 
a domestic agricultural policy.” 

Mr Roberts urged farmers and those in the 
industry to use the summer parliament recess to 
contact MPs with their calls for a British policy. 

“Our MPs will be more answerable to farmers 
than they have ever been. They will no longer be 
able to hide behind Brussels or blame Europe 
for problems.” 

He said procurement would become hugely 
important and that the NFU would be calling 
for assurances that schools, hospitals and the 
Ministry of Defence must source local/British 
produce. 

Mr Roberts said the National Farmers’ Union 
would hold county meetings at which members 
could attend and give their views.

Oswestry in Bloom’s chairman Betty Gull 
said: “An awful lot of work goes on behind 
the scenes, not just in the weeks before the 
arrival of the judges but throughout the 
year.”

Council steps in 
to help clean up 
railway station 

WELSHPOOL town council has stepped 
in to help clean up the town’s railway 
station. 

Fast food rubbish, empty bottles and 
even human excrement had turned the 
station into an eyesore. 

Now the council has installed two new 
litter bins - one each side of the foot¬ 
bridge over the tracks. 

Town clerk Mr Robert Robinson said 
that the amount of cigarette and fast food 
rubbish as well as alcohol-related litter 
had become unacceptable. 

“Please do use the new bins and keep 
our main line station bridge tidy. The 
bins will be emptied every week and more 
often if needed.” 

The public is also being reminded to 
join a free police community messaging 
system being piloted in the town in a bid 
to combat anti-social behaviour. 

As well as the rubbish problem at the 
railway station needles and drug para¬ 
phernalia have been found dumped near 
a playground in the town. 

Mr Robinson is calling on people liv¬ 
ing in the town and surrounding areas 
to report any anti-social behaviour to the 
messaging system operated by Welshpool 
Neighbourhood Policing Team. 

“These problems can give can give the 
town a bad image,” he said.

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Corporate plan spells out 
council's vision for future

SHROPSHIRE Council will meas¬ 
ure its performance on its aims to 
create “healthy people” “resilient 
communities” and a “prosperous 
economy” every three months. 

The authority has included a num¬ 
ber of performance measures in its 
new corporate plan, which also out¬ 
lines how it will be developing an “eco¬ 
nomic vision” for the county to attract 
more businesses. 

It will be intended to identify the type of 
businesses the council will seek to attract 
and retain in the county. 

The plan states: “We are also prioritising 
economic prosperity for Shropshire, and in 
order to help us achieve this we are devel¬ 
oping an economic vision for Shropshire 
that will be used to set the direction for 
economic growth for years to come. 

Retain 

“We expect this to shape what businesses 
we want to retain and attract to Shrop¬ 
shire, and in doing so inform the links with 
University Centre Shrewsbury.” 

It adds: “We need to attract and develop 
new business, taking advantage of our in¬ 
vestment in our new university alongside 
the University of Chester, and also exploit 
and expand our investment in fibre broad¬ 
band to ensure that we have a connected 
county ready for business.” 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet was yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) due to approve the plan, 
which has been created with the findings 
from the authority’s Big Conversation con¬ 
sultation. 

It includes a series of measures to assess 
how it is performing against its aims, and 
lists measuring the number of visitors to 
libraries, museums, and leisure centres as 
an indication of “participation in positive 
activities for health and well-being”. 

A number of public health measures are 
also included, such as the number of 15 
year olds physically active for an hour every 
day, as well as screening for diseases. 

The plan also outlines the intention to 
use preventative measures to reduce the in¬ 
creasing costs of adult social care. It states: 
“We need to continue to work together and 
identify the gaps and opportunities to help 
people remain independent, healthy and 
active in their communities for as long as 
possible, and through this help to reduce 
demand for health and social care services.”

other associated health issues. Hope House 
supports Poppy and her family by provid¬ 
ing short respite breaks so Karl and his 
wife, Vicki, can take some time out and 
also spend some quality time with their 
younger daughter, Lyla. Hope House also 
provide counselling support, empathy and 
understanding. The annual Hope House 
Cycle Challenge is taking places on August 
7. The popular event starts and finishes at 
Hope House and in previous years has seen 
nearly 300 cyclists taking part. This year, 
to celebrate Hope House turning 21 and to 
add to the challenge, the route has been re¬ 
versed. Cyclists can choose from two routes; 
56 miles to Lake Vyrnwy or 72 miles to 


Lake Bala which returns via Bwlch y Groes 
- one of the highest public road mountain 
passes in Wales with a summit altitude 
of 545 metres.

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Man, 22, is 
convicted of 
kill threats 

A 22-YEAR-old man has been convict¬ 
ed of threatening to kill a man who 
was later stabbed in a dispute over 
money. 

Luke Cross was also found guilty 
of threatening to burn down Barry 
Wright’s home in phone calls to the 
victim’s daughter. The jury at Staf¬ 
ford Crown Court heard that three 
other men - Arsene Cubaka, Telmo 
Bernardo and Nathan McCarthy - 
had all pleaded guilty to offences re¬ 
lating to the attack on Mr Wright in 
January at a property at Castlefields 
in Oswestry. Cross, of Mount View, 
Sutton Coldfield, had denied two 
charges of making threats to kill and 
a threat to cause criminal damage. 

The jury heard Cross and his three 
associates were said to be involved in 
the supply of drugs in the Oswestry 
area. Mr Wright was a cocaine addict 
and the attack on him was motivated 
by Cross and the others believing the 
victim had taken some of their money. 

On January 23 Mr Wright was at¬ 
tacked at a friend’s house and suf¬ 
fered a stab wound to the left side of 
his back causing injuries to his spleen 
and a kidney. 

Judge Michael Chambers QC ad¬ 
journed sentence on Cross, Bernardo, 
18, of Glau Gors, Caia Park,Wrexham, 
McCarthy, 22, of Abdon Avenue, Selly 
Oak, Birmingham and Cubaka, 23 of 
Somerton Court, Erdington, Birming¬ 
ham, to a date to be fixed.

CLOSER links are being forged 
between the West Midlands and 
Mid Wales in a bid to create a 
new British “powerhouse” to 
help both region’s economies. 

Wales’ economy minister Ken 
Skates, whose constituency borders 
Shropshire, says news that the Welsh 
Government is backing closer econom¬ 
ic cooperation between Mid Wales and 
the West Midlands has been welcomed 
by Powys County Council. 

He will also meet Midlands Connect, 
which represents 28 councils and 11 enter¬ 
prise partnerships, to ensure Wales does 
not miss out on the opportunities offered 
by the UK government in 
terms of growth and city 
deals. 

His move has been wel¬ 
comed by Powys County 
Council which said its 
Growing Mid Wales Part¬ 
nership has been working 
with Shropshire for more 
than a year fostering eco¬ 
nomic collaboration. 
Cabinet member Coun¬ 
cillor Avril York said: “We have already 
established strong working relations with 
colleagues in Shropshire as part of a local 
economic partnership and will be meeting 
with leaders at the Royal Welsh Show. 

“Our infrastructure particularly road 
and rail links with the West Midlands need 
improvement, our broadband connections 
may have improved in recent years but still 
need faster connectivity if we are to com¬ 
plete with other regions,” she added. 

“The Growing Mid Wales Partnership 
has five key priorities: diversifying the 
economy, supporting and strengthening 
existing business, creating new quality job 
opportunities, developing workforce skills 
and improving communications, accessibil¬ 
ity and infrastructure. 

“We are delighted to hear the minister’s 
call for greater cooperation between Mid 
and West Wales with the West Midlands, 
it fully supports our economic work. We 
just hope that his welcome intervention 
signals Welsh Government investment in 
the project.” 

Mr Skates said there was a great appe¬ 
tite from both regions to work together for 
mutual benefit.

The pillars of the 200-year-old 
aduaduct were lit and the event fin¬ 
ished with a spectacular firework 
finale. This year saw the capacity 
cut back and the amount of alcohol

Councillor Neil Rogers, from 
Wrexham Council, said the council 
had worked with local residents and 
the Trevor and Garth Community 
Council to address the issues which 
caused some problems last July.

Village's fly 
tipping fear 

FLYING tipping is once again blighting 
country lanes near Oswestry, residents say. 

Ian Andrews, from Gobowen, came 
across bin bags spilt open and their con¬ 
tents strewn across Ebnal Lane near to his 
home last week. 

Mr Andrews said: “Fly tipping is a real 
problem in the country lanes. 

“It seems to have increased since the 
council changed its waste collection to once 
a fortnight.” 

Speaking last week, Tim Sneddon, 
Shropshire Council’s operations manager 
for environmental maintenance said: “This 
was reported to the council on July 11. 

“An order was issued to our contractors 
Ringway on July 12 with a seven-day com¬ 
pletion target, which means it will be done 
by July 19. 

“There were two black bags and no par¬ 
ticularly hazardous waste, so a seven-day 
response is appropriate.” 


Stevens, Wrexham Council spokeswoman, 
said: “Wrexham environmental health 
officers are currently investigating an in¬ 
cident reported in Chirk which led to a de¬ 
cision to bring school children inside during 
the last 10 minutes of the lunchtime break. 
This was associated with plume grounding 
and poor dispersion of emissions from the 
Kronospan factory. Weather conditions in¬ 
cluding high humidity and a fairly strong, 
swirling north-westerly wind was affecting 
the dispersion of emissions from the fac¬ 
tory.” 

Paul Wright, industry regulation team 
leader at Natural Resources Wales, said: 
“We regulate sites like this in order to re¬ 
duce the impact of pollution on people and 
the environment. This part of the Krono¬ 
span plant is regulated by the local author¬ 
ity. We are working with Wrexham County 
Borough Council who are leading on this 
investigation.” 

Kronospan chairman Mike McKenna 
apologised for “causing concern” and said 
work was being carried out to remedy the 
issue. He said: Even though the emission is 
not harmful, it is not acceptable and as pre¬ 
viously explained we are in the process of 
ducting the process gas to a higher level to 
get better dispersion and resolve the issue.”

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Wind farm developers spell 
out transportation plans

WIND farm developers have told residents about how the transpor¬ 
tation of huge parts will affect roads in Shropshire and Mid Wales 
this summer.

Cord studies 
could help 
brothers 

UMBILICAL cords could hold the key 
to enhancing and saving the lives of two 
young brothers. 

Jensen Harlock, 18 months, and his 
brother Riley, four, both have Hunter Syn¬ 
drome, an illness that limits their lifespans. 

The rare inherited genetic disorder is 
caused by a missing or malfunctioning 
enzyme, causing a build up of harmful 
substances leading to permanent and pro¬ 
gressive damage to appearance, mental 
development, organ function and physical 
abilities. 

Mother Jasmin Price, 25, and father, 
Gary Harlock, 36, from Oswestry, are 
facing the agonising prospect of watching 
both of their little boys undergoing a raft 
of complicated but pioneering surgery in 
an effort to keep the degenerative effects 
at bay. Jensen recently lost the sight in one 
eye and is awaiting a stem cell transplant, 
using cells from a donated umbilical cord 
and his mother Jasmin believes scientists 
are on the cusp of a major breakthrough in 
gene therapy. 

Jasmin said: “Many hospitals just throw 
away umbilical cords because they have 
nowhere to store them. But they contain 
blood that can be used in pioneering stem 
cell surgery that is likely to help our sons. 
We want to raise awareness of how valu¬ 
able these umbilical cords could be now 
and in the future.” The family featured on 
Channel 4’s Inside Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital last week. 


session on Tuesday afternoon last week to 
hear the developers turbine delivery pro¬ 
grammes for Tirgwynt windfarm, between 
Carno and Cefn Coch, and Garreg Lwyd 
Hill windfarm, between Felindre and Lla- 
nbadarn Fynydd.

Gill Crozier, who also lives in the village, 
said: “I’m all for wind farms but the only 
element that does concern me is what these 
vehicles will do to our roads, which aren’t 
in a great condition as it is.” 

Chris Jackson, development manager 
for Garreg Lwyd Hill windfarm, said he 
believed the drop-in session was useful for 
both the firms, as well as residents. 

He said: “Generally most people who’ve 
come along have had an open mind and I 
think we’ve also allayed the concerns some 
residents have had. 

“The main concerns we’ve heard have 
been about the delays and also people being 
worried about the conditions of the road, 
due to the loads that will be transported on 
them but the delays aren’t expected to last 
more than 10 minutes and as for the loads, 
they are being spread and they aren’t any 
greater than HGVs on the roads.” 

Samantha Mayes, community relations 
manager for RES, said the session had been 
“encouraging”. 

Ms Mayes confirmed a trial run of the 
Garreg Lwyd Hill wind farm is expected 
to take place on August 5. This follows on 
from the test run- minus the turbine parts 
- carried out by Awel Newydd of the Tirg¬ 
wynt windfarm last month. Deliveries for 
the Tirgwynt windfarm will start on July 
25 but they are likely to be halted on Au¬ 
gust 5, in order for police escorts to assist 
with the Garreg Lwyd trial run.

Now the Conservative leader¬ 
ship contest is over and we have 
a new Prime Minister leading a 
new Government, the hard work 
starts delivering Brexit as voted 
for by 17.4 million people. 

One policy area most affected 
will be agriculture, fisheries and 
the environment.

Brexit will 
prove to be a boon for farming 
and our environment; they will 
benefit from their input. 

When I was Secretary of State 
at the Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs 
I set out four key priorities. To 
grow the rural economy, improve 
the environment, and safeguard 
both plant and animal health. 
It was always my desire to im¬ 
prove, rather than just protect, 
the environment, while at the 
same time growing the econ¬ 
omy. Rural economic growth 
is vital for this country as the 
environment and the economy 
are inextricably linked. Environ¬ 
mentalism works best at a local 
level; people care most for their 
surroundings when they have a 
stake in their future. 

The UK can now take its seat 
on world bodies which deter¬ 
mine global regulation. We must 
ensure that regulations are inter¬ 
preted so as to suit the needs of 
the local environment. We can 
now retake control of our borders 
and implement measures to con¬ 
trol the spread of pests and dis¬ 
ease, in addition to strengthen¬ 
ing our biosecurity and take the 
urgent action required against 
the risks of invasive species. 

There is a new team at DEFRA. 
This week I met with the new 
Secretary of State Andrea Lead- 
som. I would encourage all con¬ 
stituents to write to me so that I 
may pass recommendations on.

I’m backing West Mercia Po¬ 
lice this week in their bid to 
clamp down on drug dealers 
in Oswestry and pleading with 
Chronicle readers to shop any¬ 
one they know to be involved. 

It really is great news that 
police have launched an all-out 
effort to eliminate drug dealing 
in Oswestry with an inspec¬ 
tor warning dealers in the area 
that officers were “coming after 
them”. 

West Mercia Police execut¬ 
ed two drugs warrants in the 
Oswestry area as part of an on¬ 
going drugs operation, one in the 
Chaucer Road area of Oswestry 
and the other in St Martins. A 
man was arrested on suspicion 
of the possession of a class A 
drug in Oswestry and a man and 
woman both from the town were 
arrested on suspicion of posses¬ 
sion with intent to supply class A 
drugs during the St Martins raid. 

That may not sound much but 
it’s a step in the right direction 
because we don’t want a return 
to the days when Oswestry was 
regarded as the drugs capital of 
the West Midlands. We all have a 
duty to ensure those days never 
return. 

And we can do that by helping 
the police. They’re appealing for 
the public to contact them with 
information about drug dealing. 
I’m sure most of us have at least 
one suspicion and it really is our 
duty to pass any information on. 
Sometimes you think the police 
are not listening when you don’t 
see immediate action, but they 
need to collate lots of informa¬ 
tion before making an arrest. 

Drug smuggling by organised 
criminals is a major threat. Class 
A drugs, specifically heroin, co¬ 
caine, crack cocaine and ecsta¬ 
sy, are widely available through¬ 
out the UK - and that includes 
Oswestry, Welshpool and the 
borders. British organised crim¬ 
inals are active at all levels of the 
UK drugs trade, from importing 
to street-level distribution with 
foreign nationals also heavily in¬ 
volved in the illegal drugs trade. 

A growing reliance on drugs 
across the country means a 
growing workload for the men 
in blue but we can help them by 
telling them everything we know 
and we can do it anonymous¬ 
ly too. Anyone with informa¬

Town council plays vital 
role in saving services 


Welshpool's town council 
is ensuring services are 
not lost. SUE AUSTIN find 
outs more 

THE Mid Wales town of Welsh- 
pool is being used as an exam¬ 
ple to others of how to save vi¬ 
tal services and facilities in the 
wake of crippling cash cuts. 

While public buildings close or 
face the axe across Shropshire, 
Welshpool says its experience proves 
that it doesn’t have to be that way. 

Not only have the toilets remained 
open in the town, it now doesn’t cost an¬ 
ything to spend a penny. 

The town’s tourist information centre 
is thriving, with a third more visitors 
through its doors in recent months. 

And when Welshpool’s day centre was 
threatened with closure, Welshpool Town 
Council stepped in to run it, the only one 
in the UK with such a role. 

The town council has taken over a host 
of services that would have been other¬ 
wise lost because of Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s financial straits. 

Recently its town clerk, Robert Robin¬ 
son, talked to other Welsh towns about 
Welshpool’s success. 

Mr Robinson has now been invited 
to do the same at a national conference 
in England attended by representatives 
from Shropshire and Telford councils. 

The secret of success, he says, is not 
rocket science. 

He says it is running the town council 
like a business yet still ensuring the com¬ 
munity’s needs are met. 

Welshpool Town Council delivers a 
huge array of services. 

It is responsible for buildings includ¬ 
ing the town hall, a recreation complex, 
the public toilets and the council offices 
as well as outdoor facilities such as play- 


Welshpool Town Council is responsible for the town hall 


grounds, sports fields and open spaces, 
a country park, allotments, flower beds, 
a memorial garden, a bus shelter, a war 
memorial and a motte and bailey castle. 

It runs the town market and hosts 
events from the Welshpool Air Show to 
the carnival and winter festival. 

And its latest responsibilities in¬ 
clude the railway station car parks and 
Welshpool Day Centre. 

Commercial 

Mr Robinson said: “We run the town 
council like a commercial business. 

“First and foremost we found out 
what the community wanted and 
whether it was willing to pay extra if 
the council was to take over services 
under threat.” 

A questionnaire to residents set out 
not only what was under threat from 


a deal which included getting the toilets 
refurbished. 

The deal also included a cash sum for 
taking over the service. 

Mr Robinson said: “We ensured we 
had the building freehold and applied 
for grant aid. 

“Then when we investigated why the 
electricity costs were so high we discov¬ 
ered it was because the block had under¬ 
floor heating, which of course we have 
turned off. 

“We also decided not to charge for 
‘spending a penny’ because of the cost of 
making that charge.” 


Powys County Council cuts but also the 
cuts in grants from the county to the 
town council and how much taking over 
services would cost ratepayers. 

Mr Robinson said: “We discovered 
that of the money spent in the town, 
25 per cent is local, 30 per cent is from 
caravan parks and B&Bs and 45 per 
cent is people stopping on their way to 
somewhere else. 

“We also know that 33 per cent of 
people are older people over 60 and that 
32 per cent do not have a vehicle.” 

After residents confirmed they would 
pay extra for keeping services, the town 
council began early negotiations with 
Powys County Council to take over ser¬ 
vices councillors believed to be the most 
important to Welshpool. 

Public toilets were deemed a must. 

Mr Robinson said that by negotiating 
early the town council was able to make 


Changes 


By making changes the town council 
has slashed the costs of running the con¬ 
veniences. 

Similar deals were struck for the 
tourist information centre and the town 
council has been able to let a section of 
it to a taxi firm to bring more funding in. 

The day centre is a major coup for 
Welshpool with the town council the 
first in Britain to run such a service. 

“We have grant aid coming in to run it 
and have managed to cut costs including 
the cost of proving a hot meal for service 
users every day,” Mr Robinson said. 

Now the council is looking to see if it 
will be able to take over the street scene 
services. 

Mr Robinson said: “It will cost our res¬ 
idents just £9.77 a year this year drop¬ 
ping to 6.52p by 2018 to keep Welshpool 
looking good. 

“Residents have told us they are 
happy to pay so we are pressing ahead.” 

Powys County Council is not the only 
council which is approaching commu¬ 
nity, parish and town councils to take 
over the running of services. 

Shropshire Council is already well on 
that road too in a bid to make huge sav¬ 
ings in the future. 

Parish and town councils have been 
holding talks with the unitary authority 
over taking over of services in the com¬ 
munity.

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CAN WITNESSING A TRAUMATIC ACCIDENT HAVE CAUSED 
PTSD AND WARRANT A COMPENSATION CLAIM? 


Q: I was walking across a busy road with a friend two years ago when a lorry mounted the pavement. Miraculously I was unhurt but my friend was trapped 
beneath the lorry and suffered horrendous injuries. I comforted him whilst we waited for the emergency services to come but he died before they got there. 

I have suffered nightmares ever since. I can’t go out, I feel guilt that it wasn’t me who was hit, now I have had to give up my job. My GP prescribed anti-depressants 
but my father thinks I am suffering from Post-traumatic stress disorder and I should sue the lorry driver’s insurance company for compensation. Is this possible? 

A: People can develop PTSD months or even years after a traumatic event and although the condition is usually associated with soldiers returning from the front 
line experts acknowledge that it can also be caused by other traumatic events, including witnessing an accident. Common symptoms include nightmares, difficulty 
sleeping, anger, depression, grief and guilt. Your father may well be right in his assumption that you have the condition. 

PTSD is an accepted form of injury and subject to satisfying some legal tests people are successfully claiming compensation. If you were not involved in the 
incident you need to establish a direct connection with the incident in place or time, and a connection with the physically injured person. Claims can include lost 
earnings, private counselling and medication costs in addition to damages for the mental injury. 


As an adult you must make a personal injury claim within three years of the date of the accident which caused your injury, or three years after you discovered the 
injury was linked to the accident. You should therefore make an appointment to see a reputable local personal injury lawyer as soon as possible, for advice on 
how to proceed.

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Sir David was wrong choice of speaker 


WHAT an outrage. What an affront to 
Christ and Christianity and to the memory 
of King George VI, a God fearing, God be¬ 
lieving monarch. 

At the Queen’s 90th birthday thanks¬ 
giving service in St Paul’s Cathedral on 
June 10, Sir David Attenborough, the ac¬ 
knowledged high priest of God-denying 
evolutionism, following in the footsteps of 
Charles Darwin, quoted from a speech that 
King George VI gave when he called for a 
national day of prayer, during the dark days 
of World War II.

Screening of 
sepsis at 
hospitals is 
now better 

HEALTH officials at Shropshire’s 
two main hospitals say they have im¬ 
proved the ways patients with blood 
poisoning are screened and diag¬ 
nosed. 

There are around 150,000 cases of 
sepsis in the UK every year and ap¬ 
proximately 44,000 deaths. At least 
four patients at Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust die each 
month from the condition. 

It is hoped that the improvements, 
learnt as part of a five-year partner¬ 
ship with Virginia Mason Institute 
in Seattle, will significantly reduce 
the number of people who die from 
Sepsis at SaTH. Sepsis arises when 
the body’s response to an infection 
injures its own tissues and organs. It 
leads to shock, multiple organ failure 
and death, especially if not recognised 
early and treated promptly. 

Staff nurse Viola Jones said: “When 
challenged to improve screening and 
recognition of sepsis we found some 
people didn’t have a clear understand¬ 
ing of what sepsis is. To combat this 
we produced a simple leaflet that ex¬ 
plains what sepsis is that comes with 
an informative quiz to ensure the in¬ 
formation learnt in the leaflet is re¬ 
tained. Staff are encouraged to submit 
their answers and are then presented 
with a certificate of achievement. The 
information leaflet has proved a huge 
success and we have been asked to 
share it with The UK Sepsis Trust 
and a number of other hospital trusts. 
Every member of staff on the Acute 
Medical Unit AMU has completed 
the quiz and we hope to roll it out to 
every employee in the near future. 
The leaflet has helped empower staff 
and make them more aware of sepsis, 
which as a result improves screening 
and recognition of sepsis for our pa¬ 
tients.”

PANT Memorial Institute will be hosting a 
free first aid training course in September 
for villagers to help them gain the skills to 
deal with medical emergencies. 

The free first aid training will be deliv¬ 
ered by the MedAid Services Community 
Initiative in partnership with Heartstart 
Midlands. 

This community first aid and CPR train¬ 
ing session will teach basic first aid and 
what to do if someone stops breathing. 

Sean Bish, treasurer of Pant Memorial 
Hall, said: “Pant Memorial Institute which 
runs the Memorial Hall for the benefit 
of the whole village, decided to offer this 
course with MedAid Services as a free com¬ 
munity event as a way of increasing knowl¬ 
edge amongst villagers of what to do in a 
medical emergency. 

“Over the past three years they have 
built up an excellent reputation in provid¬ 
ing high quality first aid and medical ser¬ 
vices in and around Shropshire. 

“No previous knowledge of first aid is 
needed prior to attending this course, 
which is being held on Tuesday, September 
6 between 7pm and 9pm. 

“This session is aimed at anyone from 
the age of 12 and lasts for two hours and 
covers the unconscious casualty, cardiac 
arrest, serious bleeding, choking, heart at¬ 
tack, shock, calling for an ambulance and 
use of an Automated External Defibrillator. 

“This course is free to attend, however 
any donations are gratefully welcome on 
the day to ensure we can continue to pro¬ 
vide free first aid training in the commu¬ 
nity. If you would like to attend this course, 
please book your place in advance by visit¬ 
ing MedAid’s website.

Piper is a highly trained hearing dog one of 
around five 500 in the UK who assist people 
with severe hearing loss to live normal lives. 

Selected as an eight-week-old pup, she un¬ 
derwent a two-year training programme before 
coming to live with her family who are Ruth 
and Malcolm Allan of Hanmer. 

Ruth was a guest speaker at Borderland’s 
weekly meeting and gave a fascinating descrip¬ 
tion of her life with Piper, who has two modes 
of behaviour. 

When she’s wearing her special coat, she’s 


on duty, and is the most well behaved and at¬ 
tentive dog you could meet. When she is off 
duty, she reverts to a normal energetic, boister¬ 
ous Labrador who loves to play. When on duty, 
Piper responds to telephone ringing, doorbell 
ringing, alarm clock ringing and fire/smoke 
alarms sounding. 

On hearing one of these sounds, she goes 
to find Ruth and will give her a strong nudge 
with her nose then lead the way to the door 
or phone. Their umbrella organisation is As¬ 
sistance Dogs UK and can be found online 
under that name. Puppies were once mainly 
sourced from rescue centres but there are now 
dedicated breeding centres who maintain own¬ 
ership of the dogs and loan them out on a per¬ 
manent basis.Each dog costs around £10,000 
to train and a further £45,000 throughout its 
working life which can be nine or 10 years. 
There are usually between three and five hun¬ 
dred trained dogs working in the UK. At the 
end of their working life they are free to live 
on with their families. 































Conservation 
otterly vital

THERE are few pleasant things 
to be said about serious diseas¬ 
es - that will not come as a shock 
to anyone I’m sure. But occa¬ 
sionally the nastiest of illness¬ 
es can manifest themselves in a 
non-pathological form. 

One such condition is osteosclerosis. 
In humans it is associated with pros¬ 
tate cancer, skeletal fluorosis and hep¬ 
atitis C but in otters, it is an evolution¬ 
ary stroke of brilliance. 

Because of the non-pathological ver¬ 
sion of the condition the otter (and 
other aquatic vertebrates) benefits 
from unusually solid bone structure 
with little to no marrow. 

In doing so it provides ballast as an ad¬ 
aptation to a largely aquatic lifestyle and 
makes bones heavier. 

It will also come as no surprise that otters 
are superb swimmers and divers and this 
is in part thanks to their ‘friendly’ osteo¬ 
sclerosis. 

They use two methods to move in the 
water. For swimming slowly they use their 
webbed feet, spread very wide like paddles. 
For swimming fast, perhaps to catch a fish, 
they sway their whole body from side to side 
to propel them through the water. 

I usually try and time my columns with 
an increased chance of seeing the subject 
and often that revolves around their breed¬ 
ing habits. However European otters are 
non-seasonal breeders. 

This means that males and females will 
breed at any time of the year and that 
breeding itself is determined simply by the 
otters’ reproductive maturity and physio¬ 
logical state. A happy, healthy otter means 



there’ll be more to come shortly. So how 
do you keep otters happy and healthy? In 
general, their varied and adaptable diets 
mean they may simply inhabit any unpol¬ 
luted body of fresh water, including lakes, 
streams, rivers, and ponds, as long as the 
food supply is adequate. 

The key to that description however is 
‘unpolluted’. There are smaller and easier 
to see ‘biological indicators’ in our water¬ 
courses (such as mayflies) but if you have 
otters in residence, it means that that 
stretch of water is clean and well-oxygen¬ 
ated, fit for all wildlife. 

Species 

Even European otters living on the coast 
and existing mainly within the sea, need 
frequent access to clean freshwater in order 
to clean their fur. 

So despite them being a notoriously diffi¬ 
cult species to see and often classed as ‘rare’ 
in people’s minds, where given the chance, 
otters are quick to capitalise on any decent, 
aquatic habitat. It has only been hunting 
and pesticide use that has decimated them 
in the past. 

Indeed the term ‘European’ otter is a 
misnomer - we should instead use ‘Eura¬ 
sian’. The species is the most widely distrib¬ 
uted of all otters. 

Its range includes parts of Asia and Af¬ 
rica, as well as the entirety of Europe. 

In Britain, Shropshire is a good place to 
start but even better is Shetland, where 12 


per cent of the UK breeding population ex¬ 
ists whereas Ireland has the highest density 
of Eurasian otters in Europe. 

From Russia to India and along a narrow 
corridor through the Himalayan rivers and 
into China before dropping down south into 
Indonesia, ‘our’ otter is at home. 


We should all be proud to add Shropshire 
to its range map and do everything that we 
are able to retain and increase the popula¬ 
tion of this beautiful and enigmatic British 
mammal.

Fire service ups 13 
its reserves by 
nearly £2 million 

SHROPSHIRE’S fire service has increased its reserves by 
nearly £2 million over the last year, while the number of 
staff paid more than £50,000 also went up. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service employed 21 staff 
paid more than £50,000 in 2014/15, which increased to 23 
over the last year. 

The chief fire officer at the service is paid a total of 
£151,468 - a total including salary, allowances, benefits in- 
kind and pension contributions. 

Meanwhile, the deputy chief fire officer receives a total 
of £123,408 and the assistant chief fire officer receives 
£109,464. 

The service, which employs about 600 staff in full and 
part time roles, pays a further 10 in the bracket of £50,000 
to £54,999. 

In a report of the statement of accounts, James Walton, 
treasurer, says the service’s reserves have also increased. 

He said: “Levels of reserves have increased from £12.2 
million to £14 million - this increase represents cash avail¬ 
able for capital schemes not yet completed, movement of 
the general fund balance from 2014/15 and budgeted move¬ 
ments into the unearmarked capital reserve for major im¬ 
provements. 

“The large increase in expenditure for firefighting is due 
to changes in the pensions liability information provided 
by the authority’s actuary, Mercer. It relates to the costs 
of retained firefighters being able to access the modified 
pension scheme, and does not represent large increases in 
regular service spending. 

“The work carried out on retained stations during the 
year has not resulted in a corresponding increase in the 
stations’ value, and, therefore, previous gains are released 
to cover this cost. 

“These are shown as deficits arising on the revaluation 
of property plant and equipment, and are non-cash move¬ 
ments from unusable reserves.” 

The service attends up to 6,000 emergencies every year, 
but community and business fire safety initiatives prevents 
more. 

Figures show how well the fire service has been perform¬ 
ing from April this year to the end of June. 

The services set out a number of targets to meet, includ¬ 
ing that the first fire engine will arrive at an emergency 
incident with at least four firefighters within 15 minutes 
on 89 per cent of occasions. 

So far, it is meeting that target on 90 per cent of occa¬ 
sions. The other targets, which include reducing accidental, 
dwelling and deliberate fires, are all on track to be met.

Village has interesting history 
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The Hoffmann Kiln at the Llanymynech Limeworks Heritage Area is popular with visitors The village of Llanymynech sits on the border of England and Wales 


VISITORS to the historic village of 
Llanymynech are always sure of a 
warm welcome - whether they are 
visiting England or Wales. 

The village is best known for the fact 
that it straddles the border between 
Powys and Shropshire. 

The border runs for the most part down the 
centre of the village’s main street, with the 
eastern half of the village in England and the 
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western half in Wales. The village’s unusual 
setting means its golf club can boast that golf¬ 
ers can tee off in Wales and putt out in Eng¬ 
land, courtesy of Offa’s Dyke running through 
the course. 

The golf club is famously where Masters 
winner Ian Woosnam first learned to play golf 
at the age of nine and his family have been 
associated with the club for many years with 


his mother and father being past captains of 
the club. 

The village has many businesses and ser¬ 
vices and has an important industrial heritage. 

Llanymynech Hill is one of Wales’s earliest 
mining sites. 

Evidence suggests that copper was mined 
and smelted here in the late Bronze Age, and 
that ores were used to make bronze weapons 
and other implements. 

The hill above Llanymynech is crowned with 


an extensive Iron Age hillfort, which extends 
over 57 hectares, and surrounds a cave opening 
known as the Ogof. 

The village is home to one of only three re¬ 
maining Hoffmann kilns in the British Isles, 
and the only one with a chimney. The kiln at 
Llanymynech was used for lime burning. The 
area around the kiln is designated as the Llan¬ 
ymynech Heritage Area. 

The former limestone quarry which fed the 
kiln is now the Shropshire Wildlife Trust’s Lla¬ 


nymynech Rocks Nature Reserve, and its cliff 
face is popular with rock climbers. 

Due to the local lime stone and mineral de¬ 
posits, Llanymynech became a transport hub. 

First to arrive was a branch of the Ellesmere 
Canal, where it joined the eastern section of 
the Montgomeryshire Canal. 

Now the canal is known as the Montgomery 
Canal, and the section through Llanymynech 
is isolated. A campaign has been running for 
many years to fully restore the canal.

WHEN Val Hartshorn was told that her can¬ 
cer had returned and she would have to face a 
second round of chemotherapy, she knew that 
among the side effects would be her hair falling 
out. 

So Val decided to face the prospect head on - 
and have a sponsored shave for charity. 

The sponsored head shave, in front of shop¬ 
pers on Oswestry Market, has already raised 
£1,200 for the Lingen Davies cancer charity 
and more money is still coming in. 


The 49-year-old from the town first under¬ 
went chemotherapy after being diagnosed with 
cancer in March last year. “Watching my hair 
fall out in clumps was awful,” she said. 

“When I was told it had come back and I 
would have to have chemo again a friend sug¬ 
gestion that I shave my hair before it got to 
that stage.” 

By the time the head shave went ahead she 
has already started to lose what had grown 
back. “I looked dreadful, bald on top and hair 


in a semi circle,” she said. Barber Al Sharpie 
shaved Val’s hair in his unit at Oswestry in¬ 
door market and also presented her with a 
Welsh baseball cap to help her sport her new 
look and support the Welsh football team. 

The head shave was attended by friends and 
family, some of whom donned wigs in support. 

“Wearing a wig is hot and very uncomforta¬ 
ble,” Val said. 

Oswestry Mayor, Paul Milner also called in 
to give his support. 


“Val is incredibly brave to face losing her 
hair in public,” he said. 

“She and her husband, John, have raised a 
great deal of money since she was first told she 
had cancer.” 

Between them Val and her husband have 
raised about £8,000 for the Lingen Davies cen¬ 
tre. 

John and his friends recently held their own 
sponsored head shave and a fundraising night 
at Oswestry Cricket Club.

NEWS IN BRIEF ^ 

Action taken 
to tackle the 
litter louts 

ALMOST 50 tickets were dished out in 
Chirk over the space of a month by en¬ 
forcement officers for offences including 
dropping cigarette butts and people fail¬ 
ing to clean up after their dogs. 

The enforcement action saw 39 tickets 
issued in Chirk North, while a further 
seven were handed out in Chirk South 
throughout June. 

Officers from Kingdom Security hand 
out the tickets on behalf of Wrexham 
Council. 

Since April, the local authority has 
been using the environment protection 
firm to clean up towns in the county bor¬ 
ough area and fine people for littering 
and dog fouling. 

Since the firm’s patrols, council chiefs 
and the firm say the attitude of dog own¬ 
ers has changed “a great deal” across the 
region. 

Throughout the whole area served by 
the local authority, a total of 553 inci¬ 
dents were recorded in June, with 490 
penalties issued for people failing to dis¬ 
pose of cigarettes, 32 for those failing to 
deposit of other litter and 11 for dog own¬ 
ers who failed to pick up after their pets. 

Ashley Houston-Birch, team leader at 
Kingdom Security, said: “During June, 
we have found that the attitude of dog 
owners has changed a great deal. 

“We are seeing a lot more people pick¬ 
ing up after their dogs have fouled, and 
being responsible.” 

“After following up customer service 
requests, we have found some areas 
which have a high level of dog fouling, 
and we are paying regular visits to those 
areas. 

“We are also speaking to people in 
those areas to try to find the best times 
to patrol.”

UP to 1,000 young people took part in a 
summer festival of school sport in Shrop¬ 
shire, organisers have revealed. 

Six regions - Shrewsbury, North Shrop¬ 
shire, South Shropshire, East Shropshire, 
and two from Telford - competed in two 
days of events for primary and secondary 
schools. 

Once again, it was the East Shropshire 
region which reigned supreme, defending 
its title in both the primary and second¬ 
ary school competitions. 

The Shropshire Homes School Sport 
Festival, held at Shrewsbury Sports Vil¬ 
lage and other venues in the town, was 
the culmination of months of competi¬ 
tion for students, who had beaten other 
schools in their areas to make it to the 
finals. 

The sports competition was co-ordi¬ 
nated once again by the county sports 
partnership Energize Shropshire, Telford 
& Wrekin. 

Harry Cade, youth sport manager at 
Energize, said: “Once again it was a great 
two days of sporting competition, with so 
many young people showing their amaz¬ 
ing skills, teamwork and determination. 

“Both days were kick-started by some 
talented young people performing at the 
opening ceremonies along with some in¬ 
spiring sporting champions providing ad¬ 
ditional motivation.”

Exhibition will tell untold story of influential artist 



Margaret Rope joined the order of Carmelite nuns 


A MAJOR new exhibition tell¬ 
ing the untold story of one of 
the great female artists of the 
early 20th century will come 
to Shrewsbury this autumn. 

Margaret Agnes Rope, who was 
born in 1882, produced stained- 
glass that can be found in church¬ 
es and cathedrals on three con¬ 
tinents, and which is now also 
collected by American museums. 

But she is now largely forgotten 
here in the UK - and even in her home 
town of Shrewsbury. 

Now an exhibition of her work, 
some of which can be seen in Shrews¬ 
bury Cathedral where she created the 
Great West window, will be staged at 
Shrewsbury Museum & Art Gallery 
from September 12 to January 15. 

Marga, as she was called, was an 


instinctive rebel, known for smoking 
cheroot cigars, riding a motorbike and 
wearing her hair short, in an era when 
women were largely suppressed. 

Without backing from a patron, rich 
family or husband, she made her own 
way in her career, one of a new gener¬ 
ation of artists as much at home in a 
workshop as in a drawing-studio. 

Her work which was influenced by 
the Later Arts & Crafts style soon 
became well-known for its jewelled 
dazzling colours as well as its per¬ 
sonal touches, nod to modernism, 
and its sense of vibrancy. Yet, within 
barely a decade of her first success, 
she chose to become a Catholic nun, 
moving into an ‘enclosed’ convent. 
However, even then, shut away from 
the world, she continued to work, in 
a small studio provided by the other 
nuns. An intensely private person, 
she left barely any records behind 


her, and even asked that some of her 
remaining works be destroyed after 
her death. As a result of this she has 
become marginalised by art historians 
due to a lack of information. 

Shrewsbury Museum & Art Gallery 
is now in the process of creating a spe¬ 
cial project. The work is being carried 
out by a group of volunteer archivists 
who are not only re-researching her 
life and works, but also mounting a 
major exhibition bringing together 
works and artefacts from Si over the 
country. Many of these works have 
never been seen in public before. A 
state of the art projection system 
will screen giant images of her finest 
stained-glass windows. Meanwhile, 
across her home-town, complemen¬ 
tary activities will run alongside the 
exhibition from lectures, walks and 
concerts to new books about her life 
and times.

New Volvo V40 ticks all boxes

IMAGINE the product planning 
team at Volvo HQ in Sweden 
when the best-selling V40 range 
came up for discussion. 

Introduced in 2012, it had been on 
sale long enough for a mid-term facelift 
- the sort of modest budget update 
that keeps the car on a potential pur¬ 
chaser’s radar. 

You could make an industry-wide tick list, 
such is the degree of similarity among the 
carmakers of the world. It might go like this 
for the Volvo: 

• New lights and radiator grille (biggest 
visual change without messing about 
expensively with the bodywork). TICK. 

• New paint colours (five of them; four of 
those different blues). TICK. 

• New designs of alloy wheel. Eight of 
those. TICK. 

• New interior trim (with the choice of 

a woven look from a motor show one-off). 
TICK. 

• New level of connectivity (allowing your 
mobile phone to talk to the car). TICK. 

Volvo then deviated a bit from the updat¬ 
ing bible with a simplified and newly names 
series of trim levels, introduced a new pet¬ 
rol engine to the V40 Cross Country range 
and fettled the already low emissions diesel 
Drive-E engine. 

That now produces a fine 89g/km - down 
from 94g/km - and qualifies for more mod¬ 
est company car tax (18 per cent). 

Comfortably more than one in three of 
all the new Volvos sold in the UK has a V40 
badge, so its continuing success is vital to 
the company’s bottom line. 

So the fact that by far the biggest slice 
of V40 sales go not to the cheapest grade 
(now called Momentum) or the next up the 
line (Inscription) but to the trim level called 
R-Design, which brings a bit of a butch look 
with different grille, twin exhaust pipes and 
cosmetic rear diffuser (very FI), along with 


17ins alloys, sporty seats, wheel, pedals and 
floor mats (!), along with an illuminated gear 
knob. 

The R-Design cars will take an estimated 
42 per cent of sales and start at £22,345 for 
a T2 petrol engine (1969cc and 120bhp) al¬ 
though the most popular power unit across 
the entire V40 range is going to be the D2 
diesel, that appeals in spades to company 
car uses (thank its ultra low 89g/km emis¬ 
sions for that). 

Predicted 

Second biggest seller will be entry-level 
Momentum cars, starting at £20,255 with the 
T2 petrol engine on board, but at a predicted 
16 per cent of sales, they will be a long way 
behind their dearer R-Design siblings. 

Volvo and safety go together like egg and 
chips and for years the V40 was the safest 
car ever rated by the European crash test 
group. 

Volvo gives a little smile when it says it 
now ranks only second - to another Volvo 
(the newer and much bigger XC90). 

So this latest V40 continues to come as 
standard with brakes that put themselves 
on up to 31mph if the driver ignores a po¬ 
tential crash ahead and the world’s first pe¬ 
destrian airbag, that explodes from the rear 
of the bonnet to cushion the blow in an ac¬ 
cident. 

The latest V40 has updates to its Volvo On 
Call system that makes it compatible with 
Windows 10 and lets smartphone users re¬ 
motely lock and unlock the doors, find the 
car on a map (or supermarket car park) and 
flash the lights and sound the horn - yes, 
that’s my car over there. 

Out in a new Momentum grade V40 with 
the D2 diesel engine, just dropping into the 
car back instantly the feel of a modern Volvo; 
from firm and shapely contours of the seats 
to no-nonsense graphics on the instrument 
panel and a solidly sensible approach to 
the business of getting about in comfort and 
safety. 

The on-paper performance of this D2 
1969cc 118bhp diesel (118mph and 0- 



The car would gobble up 
motorway miles 


62mph in 10.5 seconds) looks modest 
but the car pulls cleanly and quietly from 
almost any speed and would gobble up 
motorway miles. 

As ever, the official fuel consumption fig¬ 
ure is highly optimistic (better than 84mpg) 


but the 52.9mpg recorded on the test drive 
was probably a bit on the pessimistic side. 

Not bad anyway and combined with that 
low, low emissions count promising a wal¬ 
let friendly time for its probable business 
user driver.

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Scorching Octavia 


worth double price 


By Graham Breeze 

I had to pinch myself this week to be 
convinced that the 155mph hatch I was driv¬ 
ing really was a Skoda - the Octavia vRS 230 
was that good. 

Don’t even think about cracking any of the old 
Skoda jokes anymore. Jokes about Skoda are now 
about as rare as silverware in my beloved Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers trophy cabinet. The real joke is 
on Skoda’s rivals. 

I’ve probably driven close on 100 cars in the last 12 
months but doubt I’ve been behind the wheel of anything 
else that felt it was worth double the price of £27,590 - it 
really is that good. 

This is a company on the up. Backed by a new manage¬ 
ment team and now 25 years into a latched-on partnership 
in the VW group Skoda sales are smashing through new 
barriers in the UK and the Octavia sits right at the top of 
the chart. 

The benefits of being part of such a massive group are 
clear in terms of quality, appearance, feel and sheer driving 
pleasure but the package comes without the higher price 
tag you would expect. 

The six-speed manual 2.0TSi 230 on test had an on-the- 
road price tag of £26,580 but extras such as heated front 
seats, a special grey paint job (which did nothing to im¬ 
prove the look), space-saver spare wheel and a heated win¬ 
ter pack pushed that up a bit to £27,590. 

For that money you are getting some vehicle. You get a 


top speed of 155mph, 0-62mph in just 6.7seconds, average 
fuel consumption of over 45mpg and C02 figures of 142g/ 
km. 

Key features on all vRS 230 models include 19inch black 
alloy wheels with 225/35 R19 88Y tyres, black design door 
mirrors and grille, a black gloss tailpipe, along with black 
vRS badging to front and rear - just to prove to you that this 
really is a Skoda. 

Inside there’s a three-spoke sports leather multi-function 
steering wheel, Bluetooth, the usual touchscreen satellite 
navigation, DAB radio, a driver fatigue sensor, dual zone 
climate control along with electric and heated front vRS 
sports seats. 

Performance 

There’s a selection of performance modes and sports 
suspension which comes in useful when pushing the car 
through tight bends at speed. 

And with all that performance available you need to feel 
safe so the package includes seven airbags, an automatic 
post-collision braking system, hill hold, lane assist and a 
stop/start engine system. 

There’s ample room for three in the back and opening 
the tailgate reveals easily the biggest space in the sector at 
590litres - more like a cave than boot. 

The current vRS range is the biggest so far and, in addi¬ 
tion to the front-wheel-drive model, customers can pick up 
a four-wheel-drive option in diesel format. 

If you want space, looks and that bit of special perfor¬ 
mance at the right price, the Octavia vRS is right at the top 
of the option list - but you might just have to pinch yourself 
as well, to remember you’re in a Skoda.
